Clarke enrollment up 7.8% 


Final 1979-80 registration figures 
show that 666 students are enrolled 
in Clarke's three divisions — un- 
dergraduate, graduate and contin- 
uing education. That compares 
with 620 enrolled in 1978-79. 


Dr. Meneve Dunham, president 
of Clarke, attributed the increase to 
new and expanded programs,and 
facilities and better student reten- 
tion. She cited the new corporate 
communication major, the new bu- 
siness administration major being 
developed, the Bachelor of Science 
in Nursing, and the preschool han- 
licapped programs all as being fac- 
tors in the enrollment increase. 


“We've also elevated our com 
puter science and elementary ana 
early childhood education pro- 
grams to full major status,” Dun- 
ham said. “ Allof these seem to have 
had an impact.” 


Clarke's new student union, re- 
modeled gymnasium, and new ca- 
reer counseling service also contri-

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Student Health Center opened; 
individual concern encouraged 


Miss Jackie Lux, R.N., recently joined the student ser- 
vices staff at Clarke as campus nurse. Miss Lux will direct the 
Student Health Center, room 216 Mary Benedict Hall. 

The Student Health Center, which has been closed since 
Sister Alice Kerker left the postion after the end of last 
semester, will be open from 4:00-5:00 p.m. on Mondays, 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, and from 5:30-6:30 p.m. 
on Wednesdays. 

The new schedule with one hour of service every day, ap- 

ars to be practical for several reasons. Compared to last 
year’s schedule of open service only three days a week all day, 
the Center’s hours will better serve the campus community. 
It is safer for the health of students to have qualified medical 

rsonnel available on a daily basis when necessary. 

Yet the new schedule will not allow for long stretches of 
time where the Center in not utilized. Miss Lux, as a faculty 
member of the Finley Hospital School of Nursing, is 
employed full-time’ and must work around her teaching 
schedule. Working for only one hour per day at Clarke, she 
will not be wasting her time or the Center’s budget. 

An additional change in the Center this year, which will 
also save time and money, is the elimination of weekly visits 
by a doctor. This is also a practical move. According to 
‘evaluations of past years, students did not use the service 
often enough to make it worthwhile. Students do not plan 
their medical problems by the hours a doctor is available. If a 
student needs medical attention, it would be ideal if that ser- 
vice were available on campus 24-hours a day, seven days a 
week. But this is not realistic. Off-campus, medical services 
are available at all times, but not in every person’s home. 
This simply puts students in the same situation as the rest of 
the society. 

Students may not like being forced to join the rest of the 
world. It threatens the sheltered life of having everything 
you need within reach at all times. But this puts the responsi- 
bility where it belongs; with each individual. 

Each individual should be capable of taking care of his or 
her own basic health needs. For instance, when a student is 
ill, he or she should know enough and be considerate enough 

‘of others to stay in bed rather than helping spread sickness to 
the whole campus. 

This year’s changes in the student Health Center will help 
students take responsibility for themselves. As Miss Lux said, 
the Center is there to “guide and support” students, not to do 
everything for them. The Courier believes this is a good 
policy and supports Miss Lux in her efforts to better serve the 
Clarke community. , .
